(• ments were there none to offer on the 
. other side. Let us see how the I.oca 


Option question stands in Oakland, 
looking at It without bias or preju- 
dice. In the first pluce It is claimed 
to be a woman's movement, and that 
It bas for its object the high and sacred 
purpose of alleviating suffering and 
checking crime. Whatever form the 
movement may have taken In other 
places. It does not look like a popular 
woman's movement here in Oakland 
township, for, out of the five thousand 
women who live here, not more than 
from ten to twenty have at any one 
time manifested sufficient interest in 
it to attend the meetings of the organ- 
ization which has acted iu bringing 
about an election. It bas only been 
by the most strenuous exertions thai 
a quorum linn been got together at 
any of their meetings. With all defer- 
ence to the zealous few, therefore, it 
cannot be "ailed u popular movement 
here. 


WHV IS "IT SOT POPULAR? 


Because the suffering end crime, about 
which BO much is said In advocacy of 
the movement, do not exist here to an 
extent which warrants the carrying 
out of such extreme measures us Is 
proposed. "There Is not a more or- 
derly city In the world" Is an asser- 
tion which even our radical teetotal 
friends are constantly repeating, und 
there is less sufleiiug fium poverty 
than in any city of like population. 
The most ardent advocate of teetolal- 
isin cannot, therefore, with reason, 
urge that the closing ot the saloons 
will, in the remotest degree, bring 
about a better condition of things, 
morally or In auy other respect. If 
the No License law cannot improve 
the condition of the community, can 
it prove a detriment? If tire law 
carries, and is enfoiced, it will most 
assuredly. It will lessen real estate 
values. 


IT WILL INCREASE 


And all the lung catalogue of crimes 
that groy out or the inordinate use of 
intoxicating liquors, and tbereby pro- 
duce more suffering and misery than 
the community lias ever dreamed 
could exist iu our now Eden-like 
Athens-home. How will the opera- 
tion of the law effect the value of 
property ? There is a constant tide of 
visitors pouring in and outof Oakland 
all through the year. They come lor 
recreation. Ninety out of every one 
hundred, atleast, see as ilttle harm in 
indulging Iu an occasional glass of 
beer, wine, or other refreshing stimu- 
lants, us do our lady triendi* in sip- 
ping a cup of tea. They come to en- 
Joy themselves, mainly, and In the 
main they do so to no one's Injury. If 
Badger's Park and the saloons are to 
be closed upon them, and the hotels 
and restaurants are to be debarred 
from supplying the wants of our visi- 
tors, they will go elsewhere.

Section 4 of the Local Option law 


says that it a majority of the votes at 
any election under tills Act shall 
'contain the words 'Against Lieense,' 
then It shall not be lawful for any 
'Court, Board, or officer to issue any li- 
censes for the sale of any spirituous, 
vinocis, malt or intoxicating liquors in 
said township, city or town.1' 


Section 6 says that if the vote shall 


be "Against License," then, after the 
Board ol Supervisors have determined 
the result, "it shall be unlawful for 
any person to seller dispose of any 
spintuos, vinous, malt or other intox- 
icating liquors in such township, in- 
corporated city or town." 


Section 8 says that "any person who 


shall sell ar give, or ofler to sell or 
give any spirituous, vinous, malt or 
intoxicating liquors, In quantities less 
than live gallons, within any town- 
ship, incorporated city or town, shall 
be guilty ol misdemeanor.*

The Brookl)n Tnged/, 


The TRIBUNE yesterday referred to 


a rumor of a terrible tragedy in the 
environs of Eas,t Ouklund. The re- 
ports were fully corroborated last eve- 
ning. Following are the main facts of 
the startling affair: 


The perpetrator of the tragedy was 


Patrick Feeny, a well-to-do farmer re- 
siding about two miles north of East 
Oakland. Early yesterday morning 
lie entered the 
bed-room where 
his wile was Sleeping, und appionch- 
ed her with his hands behind his back. 
A light was burning on the table, nnd 
the wife saw evil In his eyes. She as,k- 
ed him what he had there, and he an- 
swered nothing; but, she Instantly 
sprang out of bed, threw her arms 
around him, discovered Hint he was 
armed with an axe, and concluded 
that he meant to murder the whole 
family. She called loudlv to her 
three girls, the eldest of whom was 
about twelve years of age, to get up 
and leave the house, but instead of 
this they rushed to their snuggling 
parents, and clung to their mother. 
She managed to lilow out the light be- 
lore this, In order that he might not 
see the children. He aimed several 
blows of the axe nt their heads, strik- 
ing each several times, but in cont»e 
qnence of the mother's struggles to 
disarm the maniac, none of them fell 
with great force or precision. The el- 
dest girl, howevei, received a danger- 
ous cut on the back part of the head 
and another on the cheek. Another 
child recel\ed a cut on thechepk and 
a slight blourjoii the lower part of the 
back. The only dangerous wound Is 
that on the hfiul of the elder, but It Is 
not probable that it wilt result tatally. 
THE NAD1EAX ATTEMPTS HIS OWN LIFE 


Having been finally disarmed by 


the brave wife, the madman dlsap* 
peared from the house. At daylight 
he was discovered lying In a pool of 
blood near the residence of John Ham- 
pel, ball a mile distant, with eight 
wounds in his left breast, Inflicted 
with n butcher's knife, which laj close 
by. That the unfortunale man had 
Inflicted these wounds upon himself 
there Is little reason to doubt They 
urorp all In the body, and several of 
them are de»p cuts. One, at least, 
which penetrated the luiig. Is neces- 
sarily fatal. Father Gleeson and Dr. 
Item ford, who were Rent for, visited 
the wounded man in the morning 
The Doctor dressed his wounds and 
the priest attended to his spiritual 
welfare. He subsequently made his 
will, and lu now prepaied to die. The 
doctor says there Is little probiibllitj 
of his recovery, although he mny live 
a few days It Is thought by his wl le 
that a recent transaction In r^al es- 
tasto, with which he was dissatisfied, 
weighed upon his mind and dtove 
him to desperation.
